al. 

Applicants claim an isolated antibody that binds specifically to an FIV protein. 

O'Connor et al. (US 5,177,014, issued 01/05/93, see whole document, 
particularly column 1, lines 44-68; column 2, lines 1-32; column 4, lines 45-68; column 
5, lines 1-64; column 7, lines 9-37 and claims 1-11) recites isolated monoclonal 
antibodies which specifically bind to various FIV proteins. O'Connor therefore teaches 
the claimed invention. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Andersen et 

al. 

Applicants claim an isolated antibody that binds specifically to an FIV protein. 

Andersen et al. (US 6,383,765, issued 05/07/02, effective filing date 12/8/89, see 
whole document, particularly column 7, line 57 to column 9, line 50) recites production 
and isolation of monoclonal antibodies which specifically bind to FIV proteins. Andersen 
et al. therefore teaches the claimed invention.
